committed suicide -Monday morning by 
hanging himself in the corn crib In 
the rear of his home, 429 Sycamore-st-. 
No reason is assigned for his rash act. 
He left the house about 7 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, without giving any ink- 
ling of his intentions. 
His wife be- 


came worried about his absence and 
started to search for him about 11 
o'clock 
She looked thru the cracks 


in the corncrib and was startled 
to 


find his li£eless body suspended by. a 
rope, with his leet touching the floor 
ol the crib. 


Mr. Hartman had been working at 


Tunnel Hill and came home Saturday 
evening and spent Sunday with 
hi* 


family in Coshocton. He had expected 
to return Monday afternoon to Tunnel 
Hill, where he has been engaged 
in 


putting in culverts this summer. He 
was apparently in his usual health 
and members of his family, are at a 
loss to know what caused him to take 
his life 
His brother, John Hartman, 


died July 25. 1920 


Before leaving the house Monday 


mo;rang, Mr. Hartman 
had spoken 


about going up town aftei some te- 
ment. 
He left without 
eating 
hi-s 


breakfast and his 
wife 
discovered 


that he had leit his hat In the house,

One supposition is that Mr Ilartman 


stood on his tiptoes and swung into 
the air after looping one end of the 
rope o\er'a board which rVns length- 
wise near the top of the uib

The other theory is that he stood on 
two boards of the same dimensions, 
placed one against the other, after 
which one of the boards was pushed 
' out, causing the body to hang in the

The rope was three-fourths of an 


j inch m diameter and eight feet long.

When ocean-going vessels are able 


to get thru the Welland canal. It will 
be possible for them to load and un- 
load at Cleveland, Sandusky, Toledo 
and other lake ports, Mr. Miller says, 
and cross the sea to and from foreign 
ports with their cargoes. 


"This waa demonstrated during the 


world war by smaller ocean-going ves- 
sels, which took cargoes of food and 
ammunition from Ohio lake ports to 
France and English directly," he says 
in his report to the governor. "It will 
be one of the greatest advance steps 
in the history of American develop- 
ment when the large sea vessels are 
enabled to visit the 
cities of 
the 


preat Lakes and to carry away the 
vast tonnage of freight from the mid- 
dle west without shipping the same 
to the Atlantic seaboard by trains.
